PREFACE 
Medical  Services 

Apart  from  an  outbreak  of  influenza  during  the  spring  term, 
school  session  1965-66  has  not  been  untoward  as  far  as  sickness 
or  illness  amongst  pupils  has  been  concerned  and  I am  pleased 
to  report  once  again  that  the  health  of  the  schoolchildren  in  both 
counties  remains  satisfactory. 

There  has  been  no  change  during  the  past  school  session  in  the 
method  of  health  supervision  as  suggested  in  S.H.H.D.  Circular 
No.  58/1962.  I am  still  not  entirely  convinced  that  the  present 
method  can  be  satisfactorily  replaced  by  a selective  type  of  examina- 
tion. 

Over  the  past  few  years  modernisation  of  toilet  facilities  in  schools 
has  taken  place,  but  in  Midlothian  there  are  still  three  schools 
having  only  outside  lavatories  which  have  not  been,  or  are  not  in 
the  process  of  being,  replaced  by  indoor  accommodation.  These 
three  are  Lasswade  Primary  School,  Mid  Calder  Primary  School 
and  Newbridge  Primary  School.  Modern  indoor  lavatories  are 
scheduled  to  replace  those  existing  at  Lasswade  Primary  School 
during  the  next  school  session.  At  the  two  other  schools  the  toilets 
are  in  the  playground,  but  are  covered,  and  washing  facilities  are 
available  in  the  school,  where  paper  disposable  towels  are  used,  but 
cold  water  only  is  available. 
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JLn  Peeblesshire  there  are  four  schools  where  toilet  accommoda- 
tion is  not  within  the  school  buildings.  These  are  at  Broughton, 
Peebles  Roman  Catholic  School,  Stobo  Primary  School  and  West 
Linton  School.  The  toilets  at  Peebles  Roman  Catholic  School  have 
been  modernised  and  have  heating  and  hot  water  for  washing,  and 
the  reason  for  the  toilets  not  being  accommodated  within  the  school 
buildings  was  because  of  structural  difficulties.  In  Stobo  and 
Broughton  Schools  hand  washing  facilities  are  available  within  the 
school  building  and  hot  water  is  available.  Alterations  are  now 
taking  place  at  West  Linton  School  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  the  start 
of  winter  modem  indoor  toilet  accommodation  will  be  available 
there. 

Health  teaching  in  schools  plays  an  important  part  in  the  work  of 
the  school  doctor  and  school  nurse.  There  has  been  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  talks  given  to  primary  schoolchildren  and  this  is 
particularly  gratifying  because  this  is  the  age  group  where  faulty 
habits  can  be  corrected  more  easily  before  they  become  too  firmly 
fixed.  The  number  of  talks  and  the  number  of  pupils  addressed, 
shown  in  the  Health  Education  Tables,  do  not  of  course  take  into 
account  the  individual  health  teaching  carried  out  between  pupil 
and  doctor,  and  between  pupil  and  school  nurse.  The  headteachers 
and  teachers  have  proved  most  co-operative  and  their  help  has  been 
invaluable. 

Co-operation  with  our  Educational  Psychologists  and  the  Child 
Guidance  Service  is  good.  Teamwork  plays  a large  part  in  ascer- 
tainment of  children  requiring  special  education  and  there  is  close 
co-operation  between  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  and  the 
staff  of  the  Director  of  Education.  This  co-operation  allows  for  the 
exchange  of  essential  information  from  one  department  to  the  other. 
For  some  time  now  there  has  been  close  liaison  between  the  Local 
Authority  and  the  Regional  Child  Psychiatrist.  Children  are 
referred  to  the  Psychiatrist  bv  our  Medical  Officers  after  consulta- 
tion with  the  family  doctor.  The  Child  Psychiatrist,  in  turn,  may 
suggest  some  treatment  requiring  special  education  and  this  recom- 
mendation is  forwarded  to  the  Director  of  Education.  The  Child 
Psychiatrist  is  well  aware,  as  we  are,  of  the  value  of  establishing 
child  phychiatry  clinics  outside  Edinburgh  and  such  a clinic  has 
been  set  up  at  Dingleton  Hospital.  This  should  be  of  great  value 
in  the  treatment  of  Peeblesshire  cases. 

Two  small  research  projects  are  being  carried  out  in  schools.  One 
is  concerned  with  colour  vision  testing  and  the  medical  officer 
involved  is  trying  to  ascertain  the  most  suitable  age  for  undertaking 
this  testing.  The  other  project  is  concerned  with  the  prevention  of 
smoking.  This  involves  the  comparison  of  smoking  habits  between 
two  groups  of  first  year  secondary  school  boys  in  modified  classes. 
One  group  will  have  regular  group  discussions  during  the  three-year 
course,  and  comparison  of  smoking  habits  will  be  made  between  the 
two  groups  prior  to  leaving  school  at  the  end  of  the  third  year. 
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With  regard  to  statistics  of  staff  employed  in  the  School  Health 
Service,  there  is  an  equivalent  of  four  whole-time  medical  officers, 
nine  whole-time  dental  officers,  six  school  nurses  and  eleven  other 
staff. 

During  the  session  a change  of  Ophthalmic  Specialists  took  place. 
As  a result  of  the  re-organisation  of  hospital  facilities  we  were  very 
sorry  to  lose  Dr  Dhillon,  who  had  carried  out  Ophthalmic  services 
for  us  since  1950.  In  May  of  this  year  Dr  Petrie  joined  the  staff  of 
the  Royal  Infirmary  and  has  taken  over  Dr  Dhillon’s  local  authority 
work. 

Apart  from  staff  who  retired  or  transferred,  the  Department  lost 
another  valued  member  during  the  session — Mrs  Weston,  Health 
Visitor,  who  died  suddenly  in  her  home.  Mrs  Weston  had  been 
several  years  with  the  Department  and  was  well  known  to  the 
schoolchildren  and  school  staff  for  her  interest  and  hard  work. 

The  resumption  of  the  new  session  found  the  physiotherapy  staff 
one  short  of  establishment  and  this  state  continued  until  after  the 
New  Year,  when  full  complement  was  reached. 

The  loss  of  two  members  of  staff  through  emigration  left  the  ser- 
vice in  a difficult  position.  Two  areas,  Dalkeith /Newtongrange  and 
Currie/Calders,  received  only  a maintenance  service,  when  only 
essentials  and  special  visits  were  made  and  routine  clinics  were 
held  only  at  intervals.  We  finish  the  term  on  a more  optimistic 
note  and  the  Currie/Calders  area  will  be  staffed  for  next  session. 

The  number  of  Consultant  Orthopedic  Clinics  held  compared 
favourably  with  past  sessions  and  the  Hospital  Service  again  asked 
for  assistance  in  dealing  with  cases  in  the  County. 

The  total  number  of  children  on  the  register  for  Pool  Therapy  at 
Dalkeith  swimming  baths  increased  to  74,  which  is  the  highest  total 
so  far. 

Dental  Service 

Mr  Neilson,  Chief  Dental  Officer,  reports  as  follows: 

The  dental  staffing  situation  continues  to  cause  some  anxiety  by 
periodically  causing  a disruption  in  day-to-day  work.  Fortunately, 
there  has  been  no  change  in  dental  officer  personnel,  but  the  school 
session  commenced  with  one  dental  auxiliary  and  one  dental  surgery 
assistant  short  of  establishment. 

Miss  Forman  was  appointed  as  second  auxiliary  in  September, 
1965,  and  her  colleague — Miss  Scott — resigned  in  December,  1965, 
to  remove  to  the  London  area,  leaving  only  one  auxiliary  in  post  for 
the  remainder  of  the  school  year. 

It  was  impossible  to  reach  dental  surgery  assistant  establishment 
until  January,  1966,  and  throughout  the  year  it  was  necessary  to 
make  five  replacement  appointments. 

Frequent  changes  in  personnel  always  have  a deleterious  effect  on 
the  service,  but  despite  these  problems  the  dental  staff  has  responded 
well  and  overcome  most  difficulties. 
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There  has  been  considerably  less  illness  affecting  the  staff  and 
altogether  only  160  clinical  sessioas  were  lost;  this  is  equivalent  to 
16  weeks.  Tn  addition,  84  sessions — or  just  over  8 weeks — were 
lost  bv  illness  of  dental  surgery  assistants. 

The  minor  “ ’flu  epidemic  ” in  the  early  months  of  1966  caused 
some  inconvenience  by  absenteeism  of  patients,  this  particularly 
affecting  “ gas  ” appointments.  Routine  treatment  in  the  schools 
continued  more  or  less  normally  by  merely  substituting  for  absentees 
other  children  present,  but  still  requiring  subsequent  treatment. 
This  is  the  great  advantage  of  providing  actual  treatment  in  the 
school  premises  as  distinct  from  a central  clinic  located  at  some 
distance  from  the  schools. 

The  two  mobile  dental  units  are  still  functional,  but,  by  reason  of 
advanced  years,  now  require  more  attention  to  bodywork,  etc.,  to 
maintain  them  in  watertight  and  road-worthy  condition. 

The  Orthodontic  Service,  although  now  well  established  and  in 
its  sixteenth  year,  still  remains  exceedingly  popular.  The  demand 
for  treatment  is  keen  and  the  number  of  dental  irregularities  plenti- 
ful. It  is,  therefore,  necessary  to  restrict  the  number  of  cases  under- 
going treatment  at  any  one  time  to  ensure  that  they  are  kept  under 
close  observation.  It  is  also  essential  that  over-enthusiasm  is  not 
permitted  to  absorb  time  which  is  required  of  necessity  for  remedial 
treatment  of  non-orthodontic  patients.  All  members  of  the  staff 
record  their  indebtedness  to  Dr  W.  Russell  Logan — the  Orthodontic 
Consultant — for  the  keen  interest  he  takes  in  their  work  and  the 
practical  help  he  gives  at  the  clinics. 

The  General  Anaesthetic  Service  provided  by  Dr  G.  Macgregor 
Rose  has  become  a very  important  and  much-appreciated  part  of 
our  dental  scheme.  The  “ gas  ” waiting  list  has  now  been  reduced 
to  about  one  month,  which  is  quite  reasonable.  This  has  been  made 
possible  as  a result  of  one  additional  weekly  session.  Tin's  arrange- 
ment, which  has  been  in  operation  since  last  Easter,  raises  the 
number  of  “ gas  sessions  ” from  four  to  five  per  week,  as  previously 
authorised. 

The  dental  officers  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the 
pleasant  manner  in  which  Dr  Rose  so  efficiently  carries  out  his  diffi- 
cult work  for  all  sections  of  the  priority  group. 

Dental  Health  Education  has  not  been  overlooked  in  the  absence 
of  a major  campaign  and  the  services  of  the  dental  staff  have  been 
utilised  for  this  purpose  to  a considerable  extent.  In  addition  to 
37  sessions  entirely  devoted  to  systematic  classroom  talks  in  primary 
schools,  the  auxiliaries  spent  a further  76  sessions  on  dental  pro- 
phylaxis, when  instruction  was  also  given  to  the  patients  prior  to 
receiving  treatment  from  the  dental  officers. 

The  Scottish  Home  and  Health  Department  have  suggested 
a new  scheme  which  will  come  into  operation  in  October, 
whereby  all  5-year-old  school  entrants  will  be  given  a free  dental 
pack  containing  a junior  tooth  brush  and  paste  together  with  the 
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“ Four  Rules  of  Dental  Health  ” card  for  bathroom  display,  “ A 
Happy  Smile  Club  ” card  for  recording  daily  teeth  cleaning,  which, 
when  completed,  will  qualify  each  child  for  a lapel  badge.  A letter 
is  also  included  addressed  to  the  parents  inviting  their  co-operation. 
The  Central  Department  has  subsidised  these  dental  packs  and  the 
adoption  of  this  scheme  has  been  previously  approved. 

It  is  regretted  that  it  has  not  been  possible  for  purely  external 
reasons  to  fluoridate  the  public  water  supply,  a factor  which,  even 
by  itself,  would  have  reduced  dental  caries  to  manageable  level  in 
the  course  of  a few  years. 

The  first  school  in  the  new  town  of  Livingston  has  now  been  com- 
pleted and  accommodation  in  the  medical  suite  equipped  and  made 
available  for  treatment  purposes  when  required.  It  is  anticipated 
that  future  arrangements  for  staff  expansion  will  be  made  to  meet 
the  dental  requirements  of  the  increasing  population  without  further 
stretching  existing  resources. 

In  conclusion,  all  members  of  the  dental  staff  desire  to  acknow- 
ledge their  indebtedness  to  Head  Teachers,  Class  Teachers,  Medical 
Officers,  Health  Visitors,  District  Nurses  and  Staff  of  the  County 
Health  Department  for  continued  help  and  co-operation  throughout 
the  year.  Sincere  thanks  must  also  be  recorded  to  the  County 
Transport  Officer  of  Midlothian  and  the  County  Surveyor  of  Peebles- 
shire for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  Mobile  Dental  Units  and 
equipment  have  been  safely  transported  throughout  the  Counties. 


I would  wish  to  acknowledge  the  support  of  the  various  Com- 
mittees of  the  two  Councils  and  would  also  express  my  thanks  to  all 
the  staff  of  the  Education  Department  for  their  help  by  precept  and 
example  in  moulding  the  future  outlook  and  behaviour  of  the 
pupils.  To  all  my  own  staff  for  another  excellent  year’s  work,  T am 
deeply  grateful.

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ORGANISATION  AND  ADMINISTRATION 
This  is  as  given  in  the  Report  for  1963-64. 

First-Aid  Appliances  in  Schools 

All  schools  are  issued  with  first-aid  boxes.  Differing  types  of 
“boxes”  are  used  and,  for  convenience,  these  have  been  named 
Central,  Departmental,  Technical,  Gymnasium  and  Classroom  Boxes. 

Larger  schools  are  issued  with  a number  of  boxes  for  different 
departments,  and  a list  of  the  contents  of  each  box  is  given  in  a 
separate  sheet  (where  applicable).  The  location  of  the  boxes  is  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Head  Teacher. 

Two  of  the  boxes  require  special  mention: 

(1)  In  schools  with  a nearby  playing  field,  the  Gymnasium  Box 
is  fitted  so  that  it  can  also  be  used  on  the  playing  field. 

(2)  In  Primary  Schools  with  Infant  Classes,  a “Classroom  Box” 
is  also  issued  for  such  classes.  This  box  contains  just  a few 
articles  of  equipment  for  very  minor  injuries,  the  idea  being 
that  such  injuries  can  be  treated  by  the  teacher  without  the 
need  for  the  child  to  leave  the  classroom. 

Replenishment  is  made  from  the  Head  Office  on  request  by  the  Head 
Teacher. 

School  Closure 

No  schools  or  classes  were  closed  for  Public  Health  reasons  during 
the  year.  2518  children  (Midlothian,  2266;  Peeblesshire,  252) 
suffering  from  infectious  diseases  were  temporarily  excluded  during 
the  session.  Details  are  given  in  Tables  X (Midlothian)  and  Xa 
(Peeblesshire). 

Any  notification  of  a case  or  a contact  of  Scabies  was  immediately 
followed  up  by  a Health  Visitor  home  visit.  All  child  and  adult  cases 
or  contacts  were  checked  and  if  not  already  receiving  treatment  were 
referred  to  the  family  Doctors.

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  SCHOOLS 

Since  last  school  session  the  substandard  accommodation  in  Path- 
head  Primary  School  has  been  improved  and  is  now  satisfactory. 

Alterations  are  at  present  taking  place  in  Newtongrange  Primary 
School  and  the  washing  facilities  there  are  now  satisfactory.  The 
washing  facilities  at  Penicuik  R.  C.  Primary  School  are  still  unsatis- 
factory but  this  school  is  scheduled  for  replacement. 

Cockpen  School  is  the  only  school  using  roller  towels. 


NEW  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS  AND  EXTENSIONS 

I am  indebted  to  the  County  Architect  for  the  following  informa- 
tion. 

The  following  works  were  completed  or  were  substantially  com- 
pleted by  31st  July,  1966: 

Currie  New  High  School.  This  large  new  senior  secondary  school 
was  completed  and  occupied. 

Dalkeith  New  R.C.  High  School.  This,  also  a large  senior  second- 
ary school,  was  occupied  in  June  and  will  be  in  full  use  after  the 
summer  holidays. 

Greenhall  Secondary  School,  Gorebridge.  A block  of  two  tempor- 
ary classrooms  was  erected. 

Letham  Primary  School,  Livingston  New  Town.  This,  the  second 
two-stream  primary  school  for  Livingston,  is  at  an  advanced  stage  of 
finish  and  shall  be  available  for  occupation  when  required. 

Pathhead  Primary  School.  Additions  to  provide  adequate  internal 
toilet  accommodation  were  completed  and  the  heating  throughout 
the  school  was  brought  up  to  standard  by  the  installation  of  an 
electrical  system. 

Penicuik  Secondary  School  Extension.  The  first  stage  of  the  major 
extension  to  this  school  is  well  advanced  and  occupation  will  begin 
after  the  summer  holidays. 

Riverside  Primary  School,  Livingston  New  Town.  This  school,  the 
first  in  Livingston  New  Town  was  completed  and  is  in  use.

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THE  FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION 

Number  Examined.  In  accordance  with  S.H.H.D.  Circular  14/1965, 
the  following  groups  of  children  underwent  systematic  inspection: 

(1)  Entrants  (children  entering  school  for  the  first  time). 

(2)  Pupils  bom  in  1958  (Visual  Acuity  and  Hearing  only). 

(3)  Pupils  born  in  1956. 

(4)  Pupils  born  in  1952. 

(5)  Pupils  born  in  1949. 

(6)  Other  systematic  examinations — pupils  not  previously  sub- 
jected to  detailed  routine  inspection,  as  well  as  those  who, 
because  of  absence  for  any  other  reason,  were  missed  in  the  age 
group  the  previous  year. 

(7)  Special  examinations — pupils  examined  at  the  request  of 
parents,  teachers  or  health  visitors. 

(8)  Re-examinations— pupils  found  at  previous  inspections  to  be 
suffering  from  disease  or  defect  and  recommended  by  Medical 
Officers  for  re-examination. 

In  addition,  children  attending  Trek  Camps,  Swimming  Instruction, 
etc.,  were  medically  examined  under  special  arrangements,  and  alto- 
gether 18,665  examinations  were  made  by  Medical  Officers  during  the 
year,  full  details  being  given  in  Table  I. 

Parents  Present.  The  number  of  parents  present  at  routine 
examinations  was  2,663  for  6,197  children  of  all  ages  or  42-9%. 
The  following  figures  show  the  number  of  children  in  the  different 
age  groups  who  were  accompanied  by  their  parents:

The  over-all  percentage  of  parents  attending  routine  examinations 
shows  a decrease  on  last  year’s  figures.  We  should,  of  course,  like 
the  percentage  to  be  higher,  as  it  is  of  great  benefit  if  the  doctor  and 
parent  can  have  a short  informal  talk. 

Clothing  and  Footgear.  Clothing  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory 
in  0-4%  of  cases,  and  unsatisfactory  footgear  was  found  in  0-3% 
of  cases. 

Smallpox  Vaccination.  77T%  of  the  children  examined  as 
“routines”  were  found  to  be  vaccinated. 

Uncleanliness.  The  position  with  regard  to  uncleanliness  is  given 
in  Tables  III,  VII  and  VIII.  It  will  be  seen  that  in  routine  examina- 
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tions.  where  the  parents  are  warned  beforehand,  1-3%  of  5-year-old 
girls,  0-5%  of  9-year-old  girls  and  0-9%  of  13-year-old  girls  had 
infested  heads. 

Following  the  cleanliness  inspections  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Autumn  Term  a review  was  again  made  of  all  the  cleanliness  returns 
made  in  respect  of  schools  over  the  past  three  years.  In  eighteen 
schools  where  a satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  and  hygiene  in 
the  pupils  had  been  consistently  maintained  it  was  decided  to  forego 
the  cleanliness  inspections  at  the  beginning  of  the  Spring  and  Summer 
Terms,  thus  effecting  a further  saving  in  loss  of  educational  time. 
Arrangements  were  made  for  close  liaison  to  be  maintained  between 
the  appropriate  Head  Teachers  and  Health  Visitors  concerned  so  that 
any  cases  of  head  infestation,  etc.,  being  suspected  would  be  dealt 
with  as  soon  as  possible.  No  such  special  cases  were  notified. 

A total  of  57,045  special  examinations  for  uncleanliness  were  made 
in  the  schools  at  the  beginning  of  each  term  by  the  Health  Visitors, 
acting  in  their  capacity  as  School  Nurses.  During  the  year  305 
children  were  reported  as  suffering  from  nits  and  38  were  reported  as 
suffering  from  head  vermin.  This  represents  approximately  only 
T6%  of  the  total  school  population  as  suffering  from  this  obnoxious 
condition.  As  will  be  seen  from  Table  VIII,  283  of  these  cases  were 
cleaned  up  during  the  year  and  at  the  end  of  the  session  49  cases  had 
improved  and  6 cases  had  left  school.  The  5 cases  which  had  not 
improved  were  under  regular  visitation.

In  addition  to  treatments  the  Inspectresses  in  their  follow-up  work 
carried  out  2,667  reinspections  of  infected  children.  The  Inspectresses 
also  made  414  home  visits,  the  value  of  which  is  borne  out  by  the  fact 
that  168  children  were  cleansed  by  the  parents  at  home,  where,  of 
course,  the  main  problem  of  uncleanliness  lies.

As  will  be  seen  from  the  above,  the  Cleanliness  Inspectresses  are 
devoting  a considerable  part  of  their  time  to  duties  other  than 
cleanliness  of  cases  referred  to  them.  They  are  thereby  freeing 
Health  Visiting  staff  for  other  duties  and  are  a most  valuable  ad- 
dition to  the  Health  team. 


Skin  Conditions.  The  incidence  of  these  is  dealt  with  in  Tables  HI, 
VI  and  IX.  The  cases  found  at  routine  inspection  were  219  or 
3-5%. 

Nutrition.  1T%  of  the  children  at  routine  inspection  were  found 
to  be  slightly  undernourished  and  5 children  (0T%)  badly  under- 
nourished. 

The  average  heights  and  weights  of  the  children  examined  in 
routine  inspections  are  given  in  Table  H.  In  accordance  with  the 
instructions  in  S.H.H.D.  Circular  179/63,  these  are  calculated  on 
the  heights  and  weights  of  children  born  on  the  5th,  15th  and  25th  of 
the  month  only. 

Mouth,  Nose,  Throat  and  Glands.  The  position  here  is  satis- 
factory, not  more  than  2T%  of  the  children  being  found  with 
serious  defect.  Enlarged  tonsils  requiring  observation  at  8-7% 
and  enlarged  glands  at  7-9%  formed  the  largest  groups  of  the  total 
number  of  children  examined. 

Vision.  234  children  were  found  at  routine  inspection  to  have  a 
degree  of  defective  vision  which  required  further  investigation  by  the 
School  Ophthalmologist  at  Eye  Clinics.  A total  of  1,592  children 
were  examined  at  Eye  Clinics  during  the  year.  Details  are  given  in 
Table  XI.  Of  the  children  examined,  541  were  being  seen  for  the 
first  time  and  286  of  these  had  glasses  prescribed.  1,051  were 
children  being  called  for  routine  follow-up,  etc.,  and  407  had  glasses 
prescribed.  Our  Ophthalmic  Services  are  operated  under  the 
National  Health  Service  (Scotland)  Act,  the  Local  Authority  only 
making  appointments  for  examination  and  providing  the  clinic 
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premises.  Of  the  2,372  5-year-old  children  tested,  106  were  referred, 
but  owing  to  loss  of  clinic  sessions  only  74  children  were  examined 
by  the  Ophthalmologist  by  the  end  of  the  session.  Of  these  39  had 
spectacles  prescribed. 

At  the  routine  inspection  of  9-year-old  children,  1,939  (998  boys, 
941  girls)  were  given  lshihara  Colour  Vision  tests.  45  children,  all 
boys,  were  reported  as  suffering  from  defective  colour  vision. 

External  Eye  Disease.  Cases  of  external  eye  disease  were  rare 
except  for  squints  (1-5%  of  routines),  which  were  dealt  with  as 
defective  vision  cases. 

Ears  and  Hearing.  1 -4%  of  routine  cases  suffered  from  disease 
of  the  ears.  Hearing  tests  at  routine  medical  inspections,  necessarily 
inaccurate  because  of  lack  of  accurate  means  of  testing,  showed  that 
1-9%  of  the  children  tested  suffered  from  some  degree  of  loss  of 
hearing. 

In  the  routine  audiometric  tests  the  groups  tested  were  those 
children  bom  in  1960  (5-year-old  age  group),  1958  (7-year-old  age 
group)  and  1954  (1 1 -year-old  age  group).  In  addition  there  were  also 
tested  special  cases  referred  from  medical  inspections  and  other 
sources,  and  retests  were  carried  out  on  children  reported  as  de- 
fective from  last  audiometric  tests.  Any  1960,  1958  and  1954  age 
group  children  were  included  with  their  respective  age  groups  and  not 
in  the  “retest”  group.  Altogether  7,218  children  were  tested  and 
details  are  given  in  Table  XII.

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During  the  year  requests  were  made  to  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  for  two  children  to  be  fitted  with  high  frequency  hearing  aids. 
These  were  issued  and  are  reported  to  be  satis  actory. 

In  all  of  the  foregoing  cases,  general  practitioners  were  advised  of 
the  action  being  taken  and  of  the  Aurist’s  recommendations.  Where 
necessary,  Head  Teachers  were  sent  special  rep<  ts  for  inclusion  in 
Pupils’  Progress  Record  Cards  (Section  IX  Medical  Reports)  and 
were  asked  where  appropriate  to  arrange  for  special  seating  in  class. 
All  cases  are  kept  under  regular  observation  at  school. 

Speech.  Following  routine  examination,  78  children  were  re- 
ported as  suffering  from  articulatory  defects  and  1 7 from  stammei  ing. 
Altogether  there  are  615  children  at  school  known  to  be  suffering  from 
defective  speech  (589  articulatory  defects  and  26  stammering).  A 
number  of  these  children  are  in  attendance  at  schools  not  visited  by 
the  Speech  T1'  rapists.  The  following  report  is  made  by  the  Speech 
Therapists  whu  are  on  the  staff  of  the  Director  of  Education :

Mental  and  Nervous  Condition.  124  children  (1-8%)  were  noted  at 
routine  inspection  to  be  mentally  backward  or  to  suffer  from  be- 
haviour difficulties.  Most  of  these  children,  of  course,  are  dealt  with 
as  special  cases.  Mental  testing  of  backward  children,  however,  is 
confined  to  those  referred  as  likely  to  require  action  under  Section  65 
of  the  Education  (Scotland)  Act,  or  transfer  to  a special  school  or 
special  class  in  an  ordinary  school,  and  the  reassessment  of  children 
already  in  attendance  at  special  schools  or  classes.  108  such  children 
were  examined  by  School  Medical  Officers  during  the  year.

Of  the  above,  46  were  children  already  attending  Special  Schools  or 
Classes  who  were  given  regular  reassessment  examinations  or  ex- 
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amined  with  a view  to  a report  under  Sect.  66  of  the  Act.  The 
remaining  62  children  were  in  Ordinary  Schools  or  not  yet  in  at- 
tendance, 37  being  examined  specially  for  the  first  time  and  25  being 
given  routine  follow-up  examinations.  The  average  age  of  the 
children  examined  for  the  first  time  at  school  was  6 years. 

During  the  year  38  children  were  allotted  vacancies  in  Special 
Schools  or  Special  Classes. 

Throughout  the  year  14  children  were  referred  through  the  School 
Health  Service  to  the  Psychiatrist,  Dept,  of  Psychological  Medicine, 
Royal  Hospital  for  Sick  Children.  Cases  are  generally  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  by  assistant  medical  officers, 
educational  psychologists,  health  visitors  or  class  teachers.  In  all 
cases  the  general  practitioners  are  consulted  and  they  are  sent  copies 
of  all  subsequent  reports  by  the  Psychiatrist.  The  reasons  for

The  Psychiatrist  reports  that,  including  the  above,  there  are  ap- 
proximately 175  children  from  this  area  under  supervision  at  the 
Department  of  Psychological  Medicine.  Most  of  these  have  been 
referred  directly  from  general  practitioners. 

The  stock  of  enuresis  alarm  outfits  remained  at  13  (one  of  these 
being  permanently  at  Castlecraig  Residential  School)  but  it  is  pro- 
posed next  session  to  increase  further  the  number  of  alarms  available. 
To  date  alarms  have  been  issued  to  49  cases.  25  cases  have  been 
successful,  11  unsuccessful,  and  13  cases  are  still  under  treatment. 
Of  the  1 1 unsuccessful  cases  lack  of  parental  co-operation  unfortun- 
ately played  a major  part  in  the  failure  of  the  child  to  respond. 

Heart  Disease.  79  children  (1-3%)  examined  at  routine  inspec- 
tion were  found  to  suffer  from  some  heart  abnormality,  but  in  67  of 
these  cases  the  disability  was  of  a temporary  nature  only. 

Lungs.  140  (2-2%)  examined  at  routine  inspections  were  found 
to  have  an  abnormal  condition  of  the  lungs. 

Skin  testing  and,  if  necessary,  B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuber- 
culosis was  offered  to  all  school  children  known  to  be  contacts  of 
cases  of  tuberculosis.  Acceptances  were  received  for  all  these

Requests  for  diagnostic  tests  were  made  for  two  other  children 
who  were  negative. 

Continuing  the  scheme  for  protection  of  school  leavers,  93-5%  of 
the  13-year-old  group  of  children,  for  whom  parental  consent  was 
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received,  were  skin  tested,  and  children  given  B.C.G.  vaccination  or 
chest  X-ray  examination  according  to  the  results.  X-raying  of 
positive  reactors  to  the  skin  testing  (24-3%  of  whole)  showed  no 
evidence  of  infection.  No  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  found. 

Fuller  details  of  the  skin  testing,  etc.,  are  given  in  Tables  XX-XXI. 

All  of  the  13-year-old  group  of  children  with  the  two  strongest 
grades  of  Heaf  reaction  were  regarded  as  cases  and  their  family 
contacts  were  again  skin  tested  and  given  B.C.G.  or  X-rayed  if  of 
pre-school  or  school  age,  or  X-rayed  if  over  this  age. 

There  were  14  such  reactors  with  1 pre-school,  15  school  and  34 
adult  contacts.  11  children  were  given  B.C.G.  4 school  children, 
and  20  adults  were  X-rayed.  No  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  found. 

Several  of  the  remaining  children  and  adults  had  previously  been 
examined  as  contacts  of  cases. 

Deformities.  371  (5-9%)  routine  cases  had  some  form  of  physical 
deformity. 

General  Statement  of  Defects.  Table  IV  gives  a summary  of  the 
position  of  the  routine  inspection  cases  classified  according  to  the 
degree  or  type  of  defect  present.  It  will  be  seen  that  54-2%  of  these 
examined  were  free  from  all  defects. 

Table  V gives  the  total  numbers  of  exceptional  children  in  the  area. 

The  2 children  in  the  grade  2 (a)  (partially  sighted)  group  attending 
the  ordinary  school  are  kept  under  regular  supervision  by  the  Schools 
Ophthalmologist  and  no  change  in  educational  facilities  is  considered 
necessary.

DENTAL  INSPECTION  AND  TREATMENT 
Report  by  Chief  Dental  Officer 

The  report  shows  a slight  but  most  gratifying  increase  in  the  over- 
all work  of  the  dental  staff  during  the  year,  which  has  only  been 
accomplished  by  good  team  work. 
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Altogether  12,672  school  children  were  inspected  throughout  the 
year:  9,909  or  78-2%  (79-5%)  showed  some  form  of  dental  defect, 
and  9,072  or  91-6%  (91-6%)  of  the  defective  cases  were  offered 
treatment  of  whom  7,103  or  78-3%  (78-4%)  accepted.  The  com- 
parative percentages  for  the  previous  year  are  bracketed  and  bear  a 
remarkably  close  similarity.  7,070  children  were  given  treatment  and 
subsequently  made  27,121  attendances  at  the  various  clinics.  By 
the  end  of  the  school  year  86-8%  of  the  cases  treated  had  been  made 
dentally  fit.  It  should  be  noted  that  these  figures  do  not  include 
orthodontic  cases  which  are  recorded  separately  in  Table  XIX  of  the 
Appendix. 

It  has  been  found  necessary  in  the  light  of  experience,  both  for 
convenience  and  accuracy,  to  record  as  acceptances  only  those 
children  who  received  their  first  treatment  visit  prior  to  31st  July, 
1966.  All  other  cases,  already  inspected,  but  still  awaiting  treat- 
ment, will  not  be  recorded  as  acceptances  therefore,  until  they 
actually  commence  treatment  in  the  new  school  year. 

The  acceptance  rate  calculated  on  the  entire  year’s  work  for  all 
school  children  inspected  and  treated — both  routine  and  special — is 
precisely  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year  78-4%,  although  a greater 
number  of  children  underwent  treatment  at  the  Clinics  this  year. 

The  acceptance  rate  however,  when  reckoned  only  from  the  list  of 
schools  completed  following  systematic  dental  inspection,  whereby 
all  “specials”  are  excluded,  now  stands  at  74-4%.  This  figure  shows 
a gratifying  increase  of  4-6%  and  an  improvement  of  0-6%  when 
compared  with  the  average  recorded  when  the  same  group  of  schools 
last  underwent  treatment. 

It  should  be  noted  that  this  is  entirely  a primary  rate  of  acceptance 
which  has  not  been  boosted  in  any  way  whatsoever  by  “Follow  up” 
principally  on  account  of  difficulty  in  coping  with  the  large  amount  of 
work  on  hand  and  the  likelihood  of  increased  delay  in  progression 
round  the  schools. 

The  time-lag  between  consecutive  school  visits  now  averages  23 
months,  this  is  a most  welcome  reduction  of  just  over  2 months  when 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  but  it  is  still  double  the  time  that 
could  be  described  as  a reasonable  minimum. 

The  usual  annual  dental  inspections  were  carried  out  at  Cockpen 
and  Glenalmond  Occupational  Centres  during  June  followed  when 
necessary  and  possible,  by  treatment  at  the  County  Clinics.  Special 
arrangements  were  made  for  children  with  serious  physical  defects 
to  undergo  treatment  as  hospital  in-patients. 

The  year’s  work  is  set  out  in  detail  in  Tables  XVII  to  XIX. 

By  comparison  with  last  year,  there  was  an  increase  amounting  to 
2,411  in  the  number  of  children  examined,  1,063  in  the  number 
treated,  and  57  in  the  number  of  attendances  for  treatment,  excluding 
orthodontic  work  which  is  recorded  separately  in  Table  XIX. 

Permanent  fillings  had  risen  by  1,328  and  temporary  fillings  by 
206:  permanent  extractions  by  451  and  temporary  extractions  by 
1,209. 
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There  was  a rise  of  16  in  the  number  of  sessions  devoted  to  in- 
spection and  treatment. 

The  dental  auxiliaries  spent  538  sessions  on  remedial  treatment 
which  amounted  to  1 ,253  permanent  and  500  temporary  fillings,  and 
in  addition,  37  sessions  on  dental  health  education,  thus  making  a 
most  valuable  contribution  to  the  year’s  work. 

The  final  factor  which  undoubtedly  stepped  up  output  was  an 
increase  of  approximately  500  in  the  number  of  general  anaesthetics 
whereby  each  patient  can  have  all  unsaveable  teeth  extracted  in  one 
visit,  thus  enabling  the  dental  officers  to  devote  time  to  conservation 
which  otherwise  would  be  spent  dealing  with  subsequent  extraction 
appointments. 

A comparative  analysis  of  total  output  for  the  past  two  years  shows 
in  the  following  Table  a slight  over-all  sessional  increase  in  output 
associated  with  a slight  decrease  in  treatment  and  attendances  per 
child  treated.  This  is  very  satisfactory  but  not  necessarily  of  per- 
manent significance.

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 
AND  PERSONAL  HYGIENE 

Swimming  Instruction.  The  Education  Committee  have  continued 
to  give  all  Primary  VI  pupils  the  opportunity  of  learning  to  swim  and 
all  Secondary  II  pupils  the  opportunity  of  learning  life-saving.  A 
scheme  during  school  hours  was  conducted  for  pupils  attending 
schools  in  Dalkeith — Lasswade — Gorebridge — Musselburgh — Currie 
— West  Calder  areas  and  a holiday  scheme  was  conducted  in  July  for 
pupils  attending  other  schools  in  the  County.  2,440  pupils  took  part 
in  the  two  schemes : 1 ,61 3 Primary  VI  pupils  were  taught  to  swim  and 
513  Secondary  II  pupils  gained  awards  of  the  Royal  Life  Saving 
Society. 

1,910  medical  examinations  were  carried  out  on  children  taking 
part  in  swimming  instruction.  177  children  suffered  from  the  under- 
noted  defects,  37  being  excluded  from  attendance.  Children  suffering 
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from  conditions  of  uncleanliness  or  minor  skin  infections  weie 
allowed  to  attend  after  satisfactory  treatment  had  been  carried  out:

Hostel  Treks.  In  July,  1966,  the  Education  Committee  provided 
for  nearly  480  pupils,  in  groups  of  20  approximately,  taking  part  in 
hostel  treks  during  the  holidays.  Four  groups  trekked  in  the  Tros- 
sachs,  four  in  Arran,  four  in  Loch  Tay  area,  four  in  Cairngorm  area, 
and  eight  in  the  Lake  District. 

All  the  children  taking  part  were  given  a medical  inspection 
approximately  ten  days  before  each  trek  camp  was  due  to  begin 
and  a final  inspection  of  defective  cases,  absentees,  etc.,  was  made 
on  the  morning  of  departure  of  each  party.  A circular  letter  was 
sent  to  all  parents  of  children  taking  part  in  the  trek  camps  stressing 
the  need  for  a high  standard  of  cleanliness.  At  the  inspection  the 
cleanliness  and  general  fitness  in  this  group  of  children  w'as  excellent. 
At  the  first  inspection  only  3 girls  were  reported  as  having  “nits."  and 
at  the  final  inspection  these  cases  were  fit  to  attend.  No  children  were 
excluded  from  attendance  following  the  final  inspection. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

In  all  424  talks  were  given  in  49  schools  (39  Primary  and  10  Second- 
ary). Details  are  given  in  Tables  XXII  and  XXIII.  In  many  cases 
talks  covering  one  subject  are  given  in  series  to  small  groups.  The 
total  number  of  talks  given  are  detailed  in  the  table  but  to  avoid  a 
misleading  inflation  of  pupils  being  given  these  talks,  only  the  actual 
number  of  pupils  spoken  to  are  detailed  under  each  subject  and  not 
total  pupil  attendances. 

Last  year  was  a year  when  a Dental  Health  Campaign  took  place, 
but  this  year  even  more  children  have  received  talks  on  Dental 
Hygiene.  " The  number  of  primary  school  children  receiving  talks  on 
Home  Safety  has  doubled  from  last  year.  This  is  an  important 
subject  considering  that  there  are  more  deaths  from  accidents  in  the 
home  than  on  the  road. 
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SCHOOL  MEALS  AND  MILK  SCHEME 
School  Meals.  School  meals  are  supplied  from  3 central  kitchens 
in  the  County  and  from  28  school  kitchens. 

Mid-day  meals  are  available  at  69  schools  in  the  County. 

The  average  number  of  children  who  took  meals  daily  was  as 
follows:

The  number  taking  meals  in  June,  1966,  was  42-43%  of  the  school 
roll. 

Milk  in  Schools  Scheme.  Milk  of  “T.T.”  or  pasteurised  quality 
was  available  at  all  our  schools  during  this  session. 

The  average  daily  number  of  children  who  had  milk  at  school 
during  the  session  was  18,721.  This  represents  approximately 
87-5%  of  the  total  school  roll. 

Special  arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  children  of  school 
age  unable  to  attend  school,  and  children  absent  due  to  illness,  can 
have  milk  (on  recommendation  of  Medical  Officer)  at  home.  During 
the  year  18  such  recommendations  were  made. 

HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN  LEAVING  SCHOOL 

The  Midlothian  and  Peeblesshire  Youth  Committee  are  advised  of 
any  physically  or  mentally  handicapped  children  leaving  school  whose 
suitability  for  employment  is  limited.  In  the  course  of  the  year  125 
Midlothian  children  were  so  reported. 

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 

During  the  year  2,100  children  of  school  age  were  given  “booster” 
injections  against  diphtheria.  The  number  of  children  admitted  to 
school  for  the  first  time  and  who  had  already  been  given  “booster” 
injections  was  1,869  or  82%  of  all  new  entrants.  A special  check 
made  on  all  school  medical  records  at  the  end  of  June  showed  that 
only  890  cards  (approx.  4-2%)  bore  no  record  of  children  being  im- 
munised against  diphtheria. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccinations  continued  to  be  offered  to  all  children 
over  6 months  of  age,  including  the  administration  of  a fourth 
dose  to  all  children  entering  school  at  the  age  of  five  years.  During  the 
year  2,649  children  from  6 months  of  age  to  16  years  of  age  were 
given  primary  vaccination  and  1,926  were  given  a fourth  dose.  A 
special  check  made  on  all  school  medical  records  as  above  showed 
that  1,173  cards  (approximately  5-5%  of  the  school  population) 
bore  no  record  of  children  being  vaccinated  against  Poliomyelitis. 

A special  check  was  also  made  in  regard  to  smallpox  vaccination. 
3,771  children  (or  17-8%  of  the  school  population)  were  found  to  be 
not  vaccinated.

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  SCHOOLS 

Stobo  School  has  now  had  a water  heater  installed  and  washing 
facilities  there  are  satisfactory.  Hand  drying  facilities  in  Halyrude 
School  and  Peebles  R.C.  School  are  now  satisfactory  since  the  intro- 
duction of  disposable  paper  towels.  Paper  towels  have  also  been 
installed  in  Walkerbum  School  to  supplement  the  hot  air  driers  which 
could  not  cope  with  the  numbers  involved. 


NEW  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS  AND  EXTENSIONS 

I am  indebted  to  the  Director  of  Education  for  the  following 
information : 

Peebles  High  School.  Work  still  proceeding  with  extensions  and 
alterations.  New  classroom  block  taken  into  use  as  from  August, 
1966.

THE  FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION 

Number  Examined.  In  accordance  with  S.H.H.D.  Circular 
14/1965,  the  following  groups  of  children  underwent  systematic 
inspection : 
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(1)  Entrants  (children  entering  school  for  the  first  time). 

(2)  Pupils  born  in  1958  (Visual  Acuity  and  Hearing  only). 

(3)  Pupils  bom  in  1956. 

(4)  Pupils  bom  in  1952. 

(5)  Pupils  bom  in  1949. 

(6)  Other  systematic  examinations — pupils  not  previously  sub- 
jected to  detailed  routine  inspection,  as  well  as  those  who, 
because  of  absence  for  any  other  reason,  were  missed  in  the  age 
group  the  previous  year. 

(7)  Special  examinations — pupils  examined  at  the  request  of 
parents,  teachers  or  health  visitors. 

(8)  Re-examinations — pupils  found  at  previous  inspections  to  be 
suffering  from  disease  or  defect  and  recommended  by  Medical 
Officers  for  re-examination. 

In  addition  examinations  were  carried  out  on  children  requiring 
transport,  etc.  Altogether  1,160  examinations  were  made  by  Medical 
Officers  during  the  year,  full  details  being  given  in  Table  Ia. 

Parents  Present.  The  number  of  parents  present  at  routine 
examinations  was  182  for  556  children  of  all  ages  or  32-7%.  The 
following  figures  show  the  number  of  children  in  the  different  age 
groups  who  were  accompanied  by  their  parents:

Clothing  and  Footgear.  Clothing  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory 
in  3 (0-5%)  of  cases  and  unsatisfactory  footgear  was  found  in  2 (0-3%) 
of  cases. 

Smallpox  Vaccination.  79-3%  of  the  children  examined  at 
routine  inspection  were  found  to  be  vaccinated. 

Uncleanliness.  The  position  with  regard  to  uncleanliness  is  given 
in  Tables  IIIa,  VIIa  and  VIIIa.  The  degree  of  infestation  is  still 
small. 

Skin  Conditions.  13  children  (2-3%)  were  found  at  routine  in- 
spection to  suffer  from  skin  conditons. 

Nutrition.  1 -9%  of  children  at  routine  inspection  were  found  to 
be  slightly  undernourished  and  0-2%  badly  undernourished. 

The  average  heights  and  weights  of  children  examined  in  routine 
inspections  are  given  in  Table  II a. 

Mouth,  Nose,  Throat  and  Glands.  The  total  number  of  cases  with 
defects  was  27  or  4-8%.  Of  these  defects  17  occurred  in  the  5-year- 
old  group  of  children. 
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Vision.  21  children  were  found  at  routine  inspection  to  have 
defective  vision  requiring  treatment.  109  Children  were  seen  at  Eye 
Clinics  during  the  year,  details  being  given  in  Table  XIa.  Of  the 
children  examined,  39  were  being  seen  for  the  first  time  and  70  were 
children  being  called  for  routine  re-examination,  etc.  Of  the  206 
5-year-old  children  tested,  6 were  referred  to  the  oculist  and  3 had 
glasses  prescribed. 

Of  the  158  (83  boys,  75  girls)  9-year-old  children  given  Ishihara 
Colour  Vision  tests,  2 boys  were  reported  as  suffering  from  defective 
vision. 

External  Eye  Disease.  Cases  of  external  eye  disease  were  few, 
though  7 or  1-3%  of  the  “routine”  children  were  found  to  have  a 
squint. 

Ears  and  Hearing.  Hearing  tests  at  routine  medical  inspections 
showed  12  cases  to  suffer  from  some  degree  of  loss  of  hearing. 

In  the  routine  audiometric  tests  the  groups  tested  were  those 
children  born  in  1960  (5-year-old  group),  1958  (7-year-old  group) 
and  1954  (11-year-old  group).  In  addition  there  were  also  tested 
special  cases  referred  from  medical  inspections  and  other  sources, 
and  retests  were  carried  out  on  children  reported  as  defective  from 
last  audiometric  tests.  Any  1960,  1958  and  1954  age  group  children 
were  included  with  their  respective  age  groups  and  not  included 
in  the  “retest”  group.  Altogether  630  children  were  tested  and 
details  are  given  in  Table  XIIa. 

During  the  year  a request  was  made  to  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  for  a child  to  be  fitted  with  a high  frequency  hearing  aid. 
This  was  issued  and  is  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

Speech.  Speech  defects  were  found  in  12  children  at  routine 
examinations,  representing  2T%. 

Unfortunately,  the  Speech  Therapist  resigned  on  5/11/63,  and  no 
replacement  was  possible  before  the  end  of  the  session. 

Mental  and  Nervous  Conditions.  1 5 children  (2-6%)  were  noted  at 
routine  inspection  to  be  mentally  backward  or  to  suffer  from  be- 
haviour difficulties. 

During  the  year  17  children  in  this  group  were  examined  specially 
by  the  School  Medical  Officer.  Recommendations  were  made  as 


follows:

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No  children  were  referred  during  the  year  to  the  Psychiatrist, 
Department  of  Psychological  Medicine,  Royal  Hospital  for  Sick 
Childen.  The  Psychiatrist  reports  that  there  are  9 Peeblesshire 
children  under  supervision  at  hospital.  Most  of  these  have  been 
referred  direct  by  general  practitioners. 

Heart  Disease.  4 children  (0-7%)  examined  at  routine  inspec- 
tion suffered  from  some  heart  condition,  but  no  severe  disability  was 
evident. 

Lungs.  17  children  (3T%)  examined  at  routine  inspection  were 
found  to  have  some  abnormality  of  the  lungs. 

Skin  testing  and,  if  necessary,  B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuber- 
culosis was  offered  to  all  school  children  known  to  be  contacts  of 
cases  of  tuberculosis.  The  results  were  as  follows:

Of  the  four  children  X-rayed,  three  were  later  admitted  to  Bangour 
Hospital  as  confirmed  respiratory  cases.  Class  contacts  will  be 
followed  up  at  the  beginning  of  next  session. 

13-year-old  group  children  with  the  two  strongest  grades  of  Heaf 
reaction  are  regarded  as  cases  and  their  family  contacts  are  duly  skin 
tested  and  given  B.C.G.  or  X-rayed  if  of  school  or  pre-school  age,  or 
X-rayed  if  over  this  age.  There  were,  however,  no  such  reactors 
this  year. 

The  skin  testing  and  giving  of  B.C.G.  to  all  13-year-old  school 
children  was  continued  this  year. 

Details  of  the  skin  testing,  etc.,  are  given  in  Tables  XXIa-XXIIa. 

Deformities.  40  cases  (7-3%)  of  fairly  marked  physical  deformity 
were  found  at  routine  inspection. 

General  Statement  of  Defects.  Table  IVa  gives  a summary  of  the 
position  of  the  routine  inspection  cases  classified  according  to  the 
degree  or  type  of  defect.  57-2%  of  those  examined  were  free  from 
all  defects.  Table  Va  gives  the  total  numbers  of  exceptional  children 
in  the  area.  There  is  1 child  of  school  age  who  is  not  yet  in  attendance 
at  school  and  who  is  kept  under  regular  supervision  by  the  Medical 
and  Health  Visiting  staff. 


MEDICAL  TREATMENT 

(A)  Minor  Ailments-  Particulars  of  the  cases  attending  with 
minor  ailments  are  given  in  Table  IXa.  Treatment  of  minor  ail- 
ments takes  place  in  all  schools  in  the  County. 

(B)  Defective  Vision  and  Squint.  Details  of  the  action  taken  in 
defective  vision  cases  are  given  in  Table  XIa.  Three  cases  were  dealt 
with  by  occlusion  during  the  year. 
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(C)  Nose  and  Throat  (Operative  Treatment).  Children  suffering 
from  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  are  treated  under  arrangements 
made  with  the  Borders  Hospitals  Board  of  Management, 

(D)  Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects  (Specialist  Treatment). 
During  the  year  to  31st  July,  1966,  1 child  was  admitted  to  Peel 
Hospital,  Galashiels,  for  operative  treatment.  The  Schools  Ortho- 
paedic Consultant  saw  39  new  cases  (5  pre-school  and  34  school 
children)  and  139  cases  (14  pre-school  and  125  school  children) 
previously  seen  were  re-examined.

DENTAL  INSPECTION  AND  TREATMENT 
Report  by  the  Chief  Dental  Officer 

All  rural  schools  in  the  County  have  been  systematically  visited 
during  the  year.  Dental  inspections  have  been  carried  out  and 
treatment  offered  to  all  children  requiring  it  and  not  already  under 
the  care  of  a private  practitioner. 

Altogether  1,728  school  children  were  inspected  during  the  school 
year  1,337  or  77-4%  (83-8%)  showed  some  form  of  dental  defect: 
1,169  or  87-4%  (86-8%)  of  defective  cases  were  offered  treatment  of 
whom  964  or  82-5%  (92-8%)  accepted,  963  were  treated  and  made 
3,817  attendances  at  the  various  clinics.  By  the  end  of  the  school 
year  87-23%  of  the  cases  treated  had  been  made  dentally  fit.  The 
comparative  percentages  for  last  year  are  bracketed.  The  168 
children  with  defects  not  offered  treatment  were  either  under  the  care 
of  their  family  dentist,  or  their  dental  defects  too  trivial  to  justify 
treatment. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  above  figures  do  not  include  ortho- 
dontic cases  which  are  recorded  separately  in  Table  XIX  a of  the 
Appendix. 

The  number  of  acceptances  recorded  refers  only  to  those  children 
who  received  their  first  treatment  visit  during  the  school  year  under 
review.  Other  cases  already  inspected,  but  still  untreated,  will  not  be 
counted  as  acceptances  until  they  make  their  first  visit  for  treatment  in 
the  new  school  year. 
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The  acceptance  rate  calculated  on  the  entire  work  of  the  year  for  all 
school  children  inspected  and  treated — both  routine  and  special — is 
82-5% — as  stated  above,  but  when  estimated  only  from  the  list  of 
schools  actually  completed  during  the  year  following  systematic 
dental  inspection— thus  excluding  all  “Specials”  the  acceptance  of 
treatment  rate  is  79-1  % which  is  2-2%  lower  than  that  of  the  previous 
year,  but  it  should  be  noted  that  over  600  more  secondary  school 
children  were  involved. 

It  should  be  emphasised  that  no  follow-up  effort  whatsoever  has 
been  attempted  to  boost  the  acceptance  rate  by  reason  of  the  ever 
present  problem  of  coping  with  a large  amount  of  work  on  hand  and 
subsequent  delay  in  progression  round  the  schools  circuit. 

The  average  interval  between  two  consecutive  treatment  visits  to 
the  schools  has  been  further  reduced  by  1-4  months  to  14  months 
which  is  another  step  in  the  right  direction  but  certainly  leaves  no 
room  for  complacency.  This  “time  lag”  figure  is  governed  to  a great 
extent  by  the  demands  of  “Specials”  seeking  priority  over  their 
neighbours,  and  not  always  for  the  relief  of  pain,  they  occupy  much 
valuable  operating  time  at  the  expense  of  their  fellows  who  are 
prepared  to  await  their  turn  of  routine  treatment. 

Details  of  the  year’s  work  appear  in  Tables  XVIIa  to  XXa. 

By  comparison  with  the  previous  year  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
every  aspect  of  the  work  even  to  the  number  of  sessions  devoted  to 
inspection  and  treatment  which  has  risen  by  10. 

The  number  of  children  inspected  increased  by  672,  the  number 
actually  treated  by  253.  Attendances  rose  by  249,  fillings  by  478  and 
extractions  by  95.

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IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 

During  the  year  136  children  were  given  “booster”  injections 
against  diphtheria.  The  number  of  children  admitted  to  school  for 
the  first  time  and  who  had  already  been  given  “booster”  injections 
was  121  or  60%  of  all  new  entrants.  A special  check  made  on  all 
school  medical  records  at  the  end  of  June  showed  that  138  cards 
(approx.  7%)  bore  no  record  of  children  being  immunised  against 
diphtheria. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccinations  continued  to  be  offered  to  all  children 
over  6 months  of  age,  including  the  administration  of  a fourth  dose  to 
all  children  entering  school  at  the  age  of  5 years.  During  the 
year  225  children  from  6 months  of  age  to  16  years  of  age  were  given 
primary  vaccinations  (i.e.,  3 doses)  and  233  were  given  a fourth 
dose.  A special  check  made  on  all  school  medical  records  as 
above  showed  that  166  children,  approximately  8%  of  the  school 
population  of  2,030,  were  not  vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis. 

A special  check  was  also  made  in  regard  to  smallpox  vaccination 
257  children  or  12-5%  of  the  school  population  were  found  to  be  not 
vaccinated.
